Memorandum communicaled to Count Benckendorff, July 1, 1903. 


‘THE Russian Sanitary Cordon in Khorassan was first instituted in February 1897, 
at a moment when there was a serious outbreak of plague at Bombay, Several 
Russian doctors, together with an escort of 150 Cossacks, arrived at Turbat-i-Haidari 
in March 1897. 

Since that date a rigorous medical supervision, attended by various sanitary 
restrictions, has been enforced against all arrivals from Beluchistan, and. His Majesty's 
Government have received frequent complaints from British Indian and Afghan 

ors of unnecessary delays caused by, aul vexatious interference on the part of, the 

cers ani men of the Russian quarantine posts. 

"The position of these officers sad men has been from the first of a peculiar nature, 
for, although thoy exercise administrative authority in the interior of a Persian 

rovince and issue orders to Persian troops, it would appear that they do so without 
Mie sanction of His Majesty the Shah, and receive their instructions from the Russian 
Consulate-General at Meslied. 

In Septombor 1901, His Majesty’s Legation at Tehran was informed by the Persian 
Government that they had repeatedly expressed to that of Russia the objections which 
they entertained to the maintenance of the Russian Sanitary Conlon in Khorassan. 
‘These objections have since been reiterated on several occasions, and, at a recent date, 
the Persian Government have addressed. an official note to the Russian Government, 
requesting that the corlon should he removed, while Innguaxe in the same sense has 
‘been used by the Atabeg-i-Azam to tho Russian Representative at Tehran. 

Tiis Majesty's Government would point out that not only is the presenee of the 
Russian Sanitary Corton in Khorassan anomalous, but that its actions are in direct 
‘contradiction to the spirit and letter of the Venice Convention of 1897, of which both 
Russia and Persia aro Signatory Powers. 

‘Mhore being no plague in Beluchistan, there can manifestly be uo reason fo 
treating arrivals from Beluchistan as though that country were infected by the plague. 
If it were necessary to quote any authority in support of this contention, it is sulfictent 
to point to Chapter [1, Titre TLL of the Convention, which, provides that preventive 
measures shall bo applied only to. infeoted districts, even in the ease of an infected 
country, No. part of Beluchistan is, however, infected with plague. 

‘As vegards the existence of plague in India, it may be observed that the distance 
between the still infected parts of fndia and the places in Persia at which the Russian 
doctors and officers perform their duties is so great as to preclude any likelihood of a 
use of plague in a caravan which has already traversed it, It can scarcely be main 
tained that Russian territory is exposed to.a danger of infection through Persia, since 
fa longer time is required for a traveller or party of travellers from Bombay or 
Karachi to reach Karez and Turbat-i-Haidari than would be necessary for them to 
arrive at Moscow or St. Petersburgh by the ordinary route through Europe, on which 
no quarantine i | Morcover, even were the danger a real one, it would not 
he met by the presence of a quarantine corton iu. Khorassan, which ean be avoided 
by travellers proceeding to the northom pasts of Persia via Kerman and Yead. 

Under these circumstances, and in view of the fact that the Persian Government 
have repeatlly pressed for the withdeaval of the Mussian Sanitary Conlon, His 

Majesty's overntent are compelled to arrive at the conclusion that its maintenance 

hot only invotulae and unnecessary, hut constitutes, at the same tine, an encroach: 
ment upon the soversigh rights of Persia, whose integrity and independence they and 
the Russian Governinent are equally interested in maintaining. His Majesty's 
Government would therefore express the hope that the Russian Government will see 
fit to take early steps for the withdrawal of their officers aud men from the quarantine 
posts that they now occupy in Khorassan,

for ite withdsawal, but that he had also spoken in the same sense to the Russian

‘The Russian Governinent replied to these representations by‘ a refusal to withdraw 
their cordon, based upon the alleged prevalence of plague in India. ‘This reply 
Contained no arguments that were not open to refutation, "Tt hinted, howover, at the 
possiblity of the Russian frontiers being closed against Khorassan, a measure which 
Mould entail considerable loss upon that province. : 

Both the Vieeroy of Trin and Sic A. Hardinge concurred in the view that, in the 
event of the Russian Government maintaining their refusal to remove the sanitary 
Corton, it would be necessary for Tis Majesty's Government to take some decisive 
Setioncsuch as the dispatch of strong Anglo-Indian quarantine detachments to Seistan 
and the southern ports of i 

The principal objections to this proposal appeared to me to be—(1) that such 
action on the part of His Majesty’s Government might be represented as contrary, to 
the provisions of thie Venice Convention, aud (2) that it would probably not entail 
the vithdrawal of the Russian cordon, but would only compel British Indian traders 
aud pilgrims to submit to two quarantines, and to two medical inspections instead of 
to one. 

therefore decided, in consultation with the Secretary of State for India, that it 
would he best to address the Russian Government, through their Ambassador in 
London, ripon the subject, pointing out that the maintenance of the sanitary cordon in 
Khoriwanis riot only unnecessary, iiregulas, and in eontradiction with the terms. of 
the Venloo Convention, but that it constitutes an eneronehment upon the sovereign 

iufits of Persia, and expressing the hope of His Majesty's Government that early 
stops may: he taken for its withdrawal. 

‘Count Benckendorf called upon me to-day, and T accordingly took the opportunity

TRIBES on east side Wadi Hardaba have been giving trouble by stealing camels 
and supplies ever sinee the beginning of this month, Known that they intended 
mischief, On the 14th May last, telegraph line near Hardaba post was seriously 
damaged, 300 yards wire carried away. The following day, near same place, «bout 
twelve armed Arabs attacked four hired camolinen, killing one man and one camel, and 
carrying off remaining camels, A small column is always in readiness at Dthala to 
move at short notice, and this was quickly on the spot, Strength: 100 Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers 2nd Battalion, 100 23rd Bombay Infantry, four guns No. 6 Mountain Batters yy 
tho whole under command of Major Dowell, Royal Artillery. The Political 
Officer, Captain Warneford, located the raiders ut Dihabra in the country of AKL 
Abdulla tribe, he proposed destruction of that village, which I approved, provided 
that the oficer in command of the troops considered operation practicable with fore 
ath al. On the 231 May last, force destroyed Dthabra and outlying towers; 
nde slight resistance; their loss is unkown; on our side, one mule killed, 
Gunner Poll wounded. Fores returned to Dthali through Wadi Dthaba, and arrived 
on the 25th, Object of operation fully appears to have Ween attained, and prompt 


action has probably averted much more serious trouble,

‘east has not much improved. 

‘As responsibility for future management of the tribes will fall on the Resident, 
any proposil affecting our relations with them should come through him,

MY telegram No, $ of the 28rd February, 1902, 

Thaye received a message from the Grand Vizier, who seems increasingly nervous 
about the clerical agitation, asking me as a favour to obtain from your Lordship the 
remoyal from Kubela of the Mullah Abdullah Ali Herati, mentioned in the telegeam 
above referred to. 

If wo refused our assistance the Turks might consent to expel him, as the man is 

an Afghan, though provided with a recommendation by Sir N. O'Conor. I think, 
therefore, that it would be well to show willingness to comply with his Highness! 
request, and we could then make capital here out of our compliance, 
He has indireetly been very useful to our interests, and my idea would be to give 
him « sum of money, which I would provide through His Majesty's Resident at 
Bagdad, and to tell him to withdraw quietly to some other part of Turkey for the 
presen’, till we have fresh occasion for his services. Later on these may be of value, 

In the meantime, I might ask the Grand Vizier for proof that he has done more 
than preach against the Russian loan policy of the Persian Government, Opposition 
to this policy is the real basis of the national and roligious movement against them 
now in progress,

‘This object seems 
to Lord Lansdowne to be primarily a question of Indian interest, and he therefore 
considers that it would be very desirable that the Viceroy, in consultation with the 
Secretary of State for India, should now decide upon the terms on which the Govern 
ment of India would be willing to advance to the Persian Government, should they 
require it, a further sum of 100,001. 

‘Phe difliculties of the position are within the knowledge of the Government of 
India, and if the terms now imposed are wholly unacceptable to the Persian Govern- 
ment and rejected by them, it seems more than probable that they may accept a 
further Russian loan with political conditions of a nature most detrimental to the 
interests of India and of this country

To take the former point of view, the route which is perhaps somewhat prematarely 
shown on my inap* as the Kerman-Quetta caravan route (vith Fabraj, Shurgaz, and Ladis), 
possesses many advantag 

1. It reaches the British frontier in about ten or eleven stages—a most important point. 

2, Tt crosses the Lut at its narrowest point, starting trom the exellent base of 
Fabra). 

3, It traverses the upland and healthy district of Sarlad, which is much quieter than 
in 1898. 

‘£, Tt forms by far the most direct route to Quetta. 

5. It possesses the advantage of following a main caravan route for the whole 
distance, except for the 160 miles between Shurgaz and Mokak. Along this route 
caravans have been dispatehed to Quetta with success. 

6. A considerable section of the route can be fed from Seistan. 

Against these advantages we have, s0 far as 1 know 2— 

1, A difficult. nala, the Rud:i-Mahi, up which the posts would have to be “jamped” 
or fixed into the cliffs, 

2, ‘The lnck of water between Fabraj and Shurgaz, 30 miles, and thence to the Rud-i- 
Mahi, about 40 miles, ‘This difficulty might be surmounted by a little well-digging, and 
oxists whatever route be followed. 

‘he total distance of this ling to the British frontier is 200 miles on the map, and 
perhaps 220 miles by the roud. Thence to Quetta the distance aggregates rather less than 
400 miles. 

‘The rival, Bam to Quetta, route runs cast-south-east from Bam vid Rigan to Basman, 
and thence east-north-east to the British frontier across Sarha. Frown my knowledge of 
the country I fail to seo its advantage, as from w few miles east of Rigan there is Lut to 
Basman, « distance of 90 miles. 

‘This section, in. my humble opinion, running mainly aeross native volcanic, rocks, is 
worse than, the Fabruj-Shurguz-Rud-i-Mani section, owing to the inferior quality of the 
grazing, which for many miles is non-existent, and elsewhere scanty. 

‘Tere is also no main caravan route, as on the Fahraj-Shurgaz section, bat only a 
local track. The climate is equally delectable on both routes. From Basman to. the 

sh frontiee the distances are approximately as follows: Bam to Basman, 140 miles ; 
Basinan to British frontier, 140 miles. ‘This addition of 60 miles to 220 miles is surely 
unjustifiable without some cogent reason, whereas the shorter route is already more or 
Joss used! by caravans, aud ean be supplied from Seistan. 

‘We now take the Karachi route, which is, as fur as Panjgur, described in the attached 
despatch} It would run, T imagine, as recommended by me, vit Rigan, Basinan Pabra, 
Magus, Surak, to Kuhak and Panjgur, joining the Makran line in Las Bela territory. 

‘The advantages of this route are=— 

1. It passes through the most populous districts of Persian Beluchistan, with good 
climates at Basman and Magas. 

2, The districts passed througli are more under control, owing to the fact that the 
Governor of Persian Beluchistan, who is sapported by a garrison, resides at Pabra. 

$. ‘The line woul run nearer to the coast, and would in consequence be cheaper to 
donstruct and repair, 

4, ‘The Las Bela-Karachi section of the Makran line could be utilized, and Karachi 
‘would remain the one terminus, 

‘Against these undoubted advantages must be placed 

1. ‘The distance from Bam to the British frontier, about 420 miles, as against half that 
distange by the northern route. 

2, ‘The Lut would have to be crossed at a much wider and equally waterless section

Po summarize, in my humble opinion, if the oyly question was the cheap construc 
and maintenance of the line plus the cheap rate of living of its employés, 1 should select 
the Basman Pabra, Magas, Kuhak, Panjgur, Kyracli alignment, but with the momentous 
political issues at stake, and taking into account the money which is being spent on the 
Quetta-Seistan route, its railway approaching Nushki, and its caravanserais, bungalows, and 
unis at every stage, it seems desirable to assist it in every way, and [would therefore urge 
that the Central Persia telegraph line be constructed to Quetta,

From my knowledge of Russian methods I had rather expected to find that their 
renewed demand for divect relations with Afghanistan had been accompanied by some 
sort of military display in Central Asia.

General Description of Country. 


Sturting from Meshed, the toad ns far as Karat (168 miles) is over wmndulntine 
country, covered with grass in the sprine and well watered.

in to Ahingaran (77 miles) the trick is over a plain the whole way. 
‘Whe soils mostly sandy gnd firm, but in one place, between Bamrud and Ahingarai 
some rather heavy saud Ja erossed tor about 4 miles; this could probably be turned 
Otherwise there is nothing to delay wheeled transport. 

Beyond Ahingaran the Amrutak Pass is very difficult, and much work would be 
necessary before uns could be got over this part of the ‘road. "There is, however, 
another Foal which keops outside the hills to the east, vid Tajnud, and comes throug! 
them to Ahwaz, near Gazik (sec “ Persian Route Book,” section 3, route 70, stage 3). 
From inquiries, this road seems to be easy, keeping along the foot of the hills, but it is 
rot much used, as itis longer and also, oiting to its proximity to the Afghan fronti 
s much more exposed to raids, From Gazik to Seistan the track, speaking generally 
across & sticceasion of broad open valleys or plains, crossed for the most part with shrubs or 
spatse vezctation in the spring. ‘The soil is either sandy or sand and gravel, and is good 
Boing. ‘There are only two. “kotals” which offer any difficulty, viz. that between 
astuind and Husenabad, and the Gudar-i-Masbam, between the latter place and Durah. 
Whe first of these would require very little work; the latter is not so easy, and on the 
south side, where it descends a stony raving, the road would require some making for 
fguus. Beyond Duruh, there is nothing more ditiieult than a few short stretches of rough 
‘aud stony going, 
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Water. 


As far as Mijnabad (215 miles) there would be no difficulty in the way of water, 
From Mijosbad to Baanrud is along strotel of S7 wiles; and, extepe after Vive tore 
water only in the one well of Chakhpai, about halfway, ‘This well is not more than 
Bfeet in diameter, and the water is 70 fect below the surface ; it is said to fll up quickly, 
but, in any case, the difficulty of drawing water from it would prevent any but a very 
small party being watered here. A force using this route would, therefore, have to bring 
water with it, Possibly a better way for troops would be to march from Mijnabad south. 
west towards Fandukt, and so along the base of the hills, 

Between Abingaran and Ahwaz there is plenty of water on the Ainrutak Pass road ; 
by the road to the cast of the hills there is said to be no difficulty on this account,

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Summary. 


From the above it will be seen that to march anything but a small force along this 
route would not be altogether an easy task. ‘There are two stretches of 110 miles each, 
where, unless collected and stored beforehand, a considerable quantity of supplies—both 
food for men and grain and fodder for horses—would have to be carried. Water, too, 
would be a difficulty in some parts, especially between Duruh and Seistan. 


Notes on the Roud from Meshed to Askabad. 


‘This is a made road and carries a constant and fairly heavy traffie, consisting of 
eartiages, fourgons, and pack animals, 'The total distance from Meshed to Askabad is 
176 miles, Carriages can be hired in either Meshed or Askabad, and with four 
horses they do the journey in from four to six days, aceording to the state of the road, 
the same horses going right through, ‘There is no fixed rate of hire, but a earriage can 
usually he obtained at from 25 to 35 tomans and a fourgon for a little less. ‘There are 
caravanserais nt all the prineipal places along the route, 


Meshed to Kuchan, 


‘As far as Kuchan (98 miles) the road is practically level, the soil is mostly soft and 
free from stones, the country is thiekly populated, and for the first 70 miles or so the 
cultivation isa inuous. ‘The road is unmetalled, and when first made was 
probably a very fair track, bridged where necessary and drained by a ditch on each side 
Liroughont, dudging by its present state, nothing has been done to keep it in repair sinco 
the time it was first made, and several of the bridges have fallen in, Wherever there is 
cultivation the ditches along the sides of the road are used for purposes of irrigation, and 
‘are perinitted to overflow all over it. In addition to this the Persians have a habit of 
‘cutting irrigation channels across the roadway thi erilow, turning it into a 
{quagmire for long stretches, sometimes of 200 oF 300 * places where the 
ond is crossed! by unbridged streams, these when in flood have eut away the ramps 
which wore originally made, leaving a drop of 1 or 2 feet into the bed of the stream and 
necessitating a detour over the fields to find a crossing place. When I came over it 
(early in May) there had beon a lot of rain during the previous month, and the road was 
ina very bad state; in many places the mud was up to the axles of the earringes, with 
the addition of holes sometimes a foot deep, and wherever the naturo of the country 
permitted, both carriages and fourgons moved off the roadway, frequently across ditches

T'HAVE the honour lo report, with reference to my despatch No. 09 ef the, 4 
May, that the Russian Government has, according to information received by me from 
M. Naus, authorized M, Grube to place at the disposal of the Persian Ministry of 
Customs, on aecount current and without any conditions, the sum of 200,000 tomas 
(about 40,0001), which, together with the 300,000 tomans reborrowed from the fmperial 
Bank of Persia and the 260,000, obtained from us, was required to enable the Persinn 
Government, failing unforeseen expenditure, to balunee its budget for this year, 

M, Naus says, however, that he has not yet drawn upon the money thus placed at 
his disposal by the Banque d’Escompte, and has so far only spent ball’ of ‘the 300,000

Tle wanted me to forward the letters of the Mullahs and Mujtahids to the Shab 
through the British Ministry in Tehran, because he says if they are forwarded through 
the Persian Consul-Ceneral, they will never get beyond the Grand Vizier, and the Shah 
will never-see them, When I told him that Twas not prepared to comply with this 
request, he then asked me for a passport in order that he himself might he the bearer of 
those letters, 1 told him that, as the bearer of such letters, T yas not prepared to. give 
hhim a passport, He said he was authorized by Sir M. Durand, when Minister at ‘Tebran 
to undertake this rife, but he could, of course, produce no authority, and ended by s 
that his Dragoman had told him that Sir M, Durand approved of this, T then dis 
him, 

It might he of interest to aseortain what is known about this man at Meshed or 
‘ohran, He is going about as a British subject, interfering, without any apparent 
authority, in the internal aifairs of Persin and inthe relations of that country sith 

i, and his self-appointed mission may give rise to all kinds of rumours and 

standings. He may be an emissary of the Russian Consul-General here. fe was 
xood enough’ to advise me not to go to Kerbela and Nejet in these days, because 
visit would certainly be misinterpreted and connected with his own mission. I told him 
I should go to Kerbela and Nejet whenever I thought it appropriate to do so, and that 
lind no concern with his mission, which appeared to me to be an unauthorized under- 
taking for which he alone was responsible,

Abdullah Ali Reshdi, of Herat, who has the reputation here of being © man of some 
learning, but of a turbulent character and rather an adventurer, 

He first came to Persia from Herat at the time of the Régie agitation, and resided 
chiefly at ‘Tehran till the summer of 1901, when he was suspected of being implicated in 
a conspiracy for overthrowing the present Grand Vizier, aud expelled from the city. 
He then went to Canstantinapla, and applied to Sic N, O'Ooner fore passport to enable 
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him to visit Kerbela and Nejef for the purpose of stirring up the Ulema there 

the Russian loans. His Excellency pointed out to Lord Lansdowne thet as he was 
‘a British subject he could not well give him a passport, but suggested supplying hi 
with a “ feuille de route,"which would enable him to procure facilities from the Ottoman 
authorities, and I concurred in this suggestion, to which Sir N. O’Conor accordingly 
gave effect’ I understand that Sheikh Abdullah Ali intended proceeding to Kerbeli, 
vib Egypt and Mecca, 

He has, of course, no mission from His Majesty's Government, but the sucess of 
his efforts is undoubtedly desirable, as, although the scheme for the’ repayment of the 
Russian debt is impracticable, it is very important that the Persian Government should 
realize that any fusther borrowings from Russia will arouse a feeling of indignation 
among the elerzy of Nejef'and Kerbela, and perhaps eause a formidable agitation, such 
fs that which overthrew the tobacco régie, among the Ulema in Persin itsel 

Both the Shah and the Grand Vizier are a good deal afraid of the priesthood, and 
this fear may go a long way to prevent their contracting, for purely selfish and personal

For this reason, 1 should depreeate any discouragement of agitation among the

My Lord, Gulakek, June 21, 1003, 

T HAVE the honour to transmit herewith, with reference to my telegram No. 53 of 
to-day’s date, a translation of the reply received by me yesterday from the Persian 
Goverment to the note (a copy of which was inclosed in my despatch No, 80 of the 
27th ultimo) respecting the customs of Fars, Arabistan, and the Gulf, 

1 showed this reply to the Atabeg-i-Azam, and observed that it did not clearly 
answer the question I had been instructed by your Lordship to elucidate. ‘The term, 
"Fars and the Gulf of Fars” or ‘Persian Gulf” (for the Persian equivalent of the 
torm “Persian Gulf” is “Gulf of Fars,” or * Khalij-i-Fars"}, might be constricd 
cither in its geographical sense (in whieh case it would include Mohammerah and the 

orts of the Province of Arabistan situated on the sea known to geographers as the 
Persian Gulf) or in its administrative sense (in which ease the customs of those ports, 
as being outside the Province of Fars, the district of Bushire, and the Customs Divisio 
of which Bushire was the head-quarters, would be pledged to the service of the Russian 
Toans, in violation of the promise of 1897), What your Lordship wanted to know was is 
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which of these to senses the expression was understood by the Persian Government, as 
1 party to the two Russian Loan Agreements, 

‘The Grand Vizier said that the Persian Government depreeated a discussion of the 
subject as likely to involve them in possible controversies on an abstract question, both 
with us and with Russia, Ifthe latter ever claimed to take possession of the customs of 
Mohammerah we could then raise it with her; but what good object could be served by 
doing so now? We bad heen informed three years ago that the customs of Fars and of 
the Gulf had been excladed from those pledged to the Russian loan, and bad not then 
pressed for a definition, 

T reminded his Highness of the representations made by Mr, Spring-Rice in March 
1900—which hie professed to have forgotten; and 1 observed that, although we had no 
wish to place the Persian Government in an embarrassing position, we could not let: the 

separation, for customs purposes, of Arabistan from the remainder of the const of 
the Persian Gulf pass unnoticed, as by so doing we might. seem to have tacitly admitted 
‘aii interpretation of the expression, * Fars and the Gulf,” which was inconsistent with 
our view of the effect of the pledge of 1897. I would, however, I said, for the present, 
confine myself to reporting the Persian Government's reply to your Lordship for such 
further directions as you might give me.

T HAVE received your Excelloney's note regarding the question asked ‘by Lord 
Lansdowne as to the separation of the customs of Mohammerah in Arabistan from the 
Yenoral Customs Administration of the Persian Gulf, Of course, your Excellency is 
aware that the customs of Mohammerah and of the Karan have always been in the hands 
of the Governors of Arabistan, and have never been ineinded in the customs of Fars 
and the Persian Gulf, which were often farmed out to the Governors. Moreover, the 
customs of the Persian Gulf and of Fars have been under the administration of the Persian 
Custows authorities for over twenty years, whereas those of Mohammerah hav 
under the authorities of the Persian Customs for more than ten months. 
this period the members and officials of the Administration of the Customs of the Karan 
river and Mohanmerah in Arabistan were ready in Bushire, it way only for this 
that those officials temporarily administered those customs under the supervision of the 

al Administration of Customs at Bushire, No importance is, therefore, to be 
attached to this circumstance, nor need it be the subject of inquiries. In fact, the

‘The geography of [word iegible] and the English official maps ehow 
that Mohammerale is nothing bot wriver port on’a stream which joins the Karun river 
to the Shat-cl-Arab, which falls into the Persian Gulf According to the rules of 
geography, Mohammerah is a port on a river which flows 60 kilom, to the north of the 
Persian Gulf, 

But as to the eustoms of Mohammerah being included in the bank Ioans of the 

ears 1000 and 1002 or not, it is necessary in this respect to state that some time ago 
s Hxcellency Sit Mortimer Durand, British Minister, expressed himself to the Foreign 
Office to this effect, that if at any time the Government of Persia wished to make under- 
takings with any foreign Government for « nev loan and pledge its customs, the British 
iment catinot in this ease consent that the customs of the ports of Fars should be 
included, Although from the beginning of the Loan Agreement of 1900 the British 
Government was aware that the castows of Fars and the ports of the Persain Gulf were 
excluded from the guarantee of the loan, his Excellency Sir Mortimer Durand sent a 
reminder and negotiated on the subject, while the Persian Government expressed its 
agreement in the matter. 

In conclusion, this well-wisher gives this answer; that if inquiries are made from 
your Excellency regarding its locality and government, Mohammerah and the ports of 
\rahistan are included in the Governorship of Arabistan, and that their revenue, military 

ninistration, and their other affairs, without exception, have been, and are now,

I HAR, upon trustworthy authority, that the) Bakhtiaris whose victory over the 
Lur tribes in rebellion against the Persian Government I had the honour to report in 
my despatch No. 40 of the 80th March, have within the last few weeks su(fered a serious 
reverse at their hands near Salihabad, a place a few miles to the north of Dizful. 

‘The origin of their quarrel with the Lurs was a raid by the latter on some villages 
owned by the Bakhtiari Chiefs near Dizful, As the Persian authorities were unable to 
punish the raiders, the Bakhtiari Khans asked permission to do so themselves, and the 
result was the surprise and defeat of the rebels, as reported in my above-mentioned 
despatch. 

ince then, the three powerful tribes of the region concerned—the Saghyend, 
Bairakvend, and Direkvend—have concluded an alliance, have again raided the Bakhtiari 
villages near Diaful, and have repulsed, with heavy loss, a Bakhtiari force which had 
advanced from the east to oppose them. ‘The insurgents have further devastated the 
whole surroanding country for a distance of GO miles, destroying villages, carrying off 
sheep and eattle, and burning the crops, so that the hope of an abundant’ harvest 
in the Disful and Shuster districts, on the strength of which I had some t 
urged the Grand Vizier, with what seemed at the time a good prospect of succi 
reniove the embargo on'the export of grain from the Karun ports, is, I fear, now 
to disappointment. 

His Royal Highness the Salar-cd-Dowleh is still practically shut up in Khorematiad, 
the entire rogion between that place and Ahwaz being in a state of open rebellion 
against the Shah's authority, whilst to the north it is unsafe as far as Burujird, The 
Prince having quarrelled with and threatened to imprison his Minister, the’ Mozatter= 
ul-Mulk, the latter fled to Kermanshah, and has now been succeeded by the Nasiv- 
uul-Mulk, late guardian of the Shrine at Meshed, who, being a man of peace, Was reluctant 
to accept the office, and pleaded that his health did not allow him to vide or endure 
fatigues and dangers amongst savage rebellious nomads, He was informed, however, 
that he must either undertake this mission or give a present of 12,000 tomans to the 
Shah and the Grand nd he accepted the more painful but less costly alternative, 
and is just leaving for Luristan, but does not intend for the present (so he intimated to 
me) to go further if ho ean help it than Burujird. 

Whilst such is the state of the South-West and North-Western Provinces of Persia, 
Azerbaijan is suffering from Kurdish raids in the district of Urmi, and from a more 
serious disturbance in the neighbourhood of Ardebil. ‘The Shahsevends, oue of the most 
turbulent of the local tribes, having once more broken into rebellion, and the Valiahd 
having failed to subdue them, have raided across the frontier into Russian territory aud 
murdered some seventeen Russian subjects. M, Vlassoff has informe! the Grand 
Vizier that Russian troops will have to cross into Ardebil to punish the raiders, as the 
Persian Government is apparently incapable of doing so, and has pointed out that the 

ter cannot reasonably object to this, as it permitted an English force, under the 
Political Agent at Kelat, to enter Persian Beluchistan a year ago in order to pursue and 
reduce to submission Mahomed Umar and the Damani and other outlaws who had 
troubled the peace of the border between the Persian and British dominions, ‘The 
Grand Vizier is a good deal disturbed at this suggestion, and every effort is being made 
to induce the Valishd to adopt energetic measures for the pacifieation of the Ardobil 
district, but, in the presence of the Mollah agitation at Tabreez, His Royal Highness 
apparently finds it difficult to detach a sufficient force for the purpase, 

‘These tribal insurrections in north and south alike, with which the local authorities 
cannot cope, tend to aggravate the general feeling of unrest and anxiety produced by 
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large cities, and the daily evidences afforded by both of the 
feebleness an, indeed, impotence of the Central Government.

“T swear by the salt of the asylum of the universe that if the whole of Seistan was 
offered to me I should not accept it, and have resolved never to place my foot out of the 
soil of Kain, which is my ancestral inheritance ; but my patriotism and love of the 
Imperial Government ean never accept that Scistan, which is the ‘ senger ® (rampart) of 
Persia against the Uzhogs, the Afghans, and the Turkomans, should fall with such ease 
into the hiands of the English, 

All the inhabitants of Khorasan and Persia are witnesses to this fet that my 
late father, the Amir, during his life refused 100,000 tomans, and, us far as was posite, 
did not allow the English to set foot in Seistan; but my brother, Hashmat-ul-Mulk

LIEUTENAN'T the Honourable W, Leveson-Gower, I.N., in command of British 
armed dhow No. 1, stated that on the 18th January last, after effecting release of a 
dhow belonging to Malomed Baksh of Loliea that nad been captured by pirates and 
taken (o Kaka, while returning south with his prize, he visited Guaraka Island, a place 
noted tor piraey, and in the proximity ot Dauk Shorat pirates. 
While approaching, he observes fr 1,000 yards 
three dhow: aud also @ number of men vith rites in their hands 
along the sand ridge of the island. When entering a difficult and narrow channel, fire 
was opened on his dhow from the shore, at a range of from 100 to 150 yards, by 
about twenty to thirty rifles by the crews of these dhows, who had entrenched themselves 
along the ride, 

‘The Ensign vas then hoisted and the fire retumed, ‘The Arabs still continued 
to fire for tive to ten minutes later, when they were silenced by his dhow’s fire, 

‘he Arabs then showed signs of surrender by holding their rifles above their heads 

the air, It was observed at this stage that the Arabs on 
shore had more than twenty rifles in their possession. 

He then ordered the dhow under his command *to cease fire.* 

The * nakhudas ” of the three dhows were then hailed to come aboard No. 1 dhow.

While on the march to Nakil-ar.Rabwa a letter was 
received from the Head of the Abi Kotaibi, forbidding us to enter his country and warning. 
us of opposition from his tribesmen, whom he expressed his inability to control. We 
found on passing through the lower Kotaibi country that the villages were deserted, and 
that the women, children, and cattle had teen sent into the higher hills, ‘The men were 
said to be collecting among the hills, 

On arrival at Nakil-ar-Rabwa, the Ameer of Dthala informed us that, there was a 
possibility of our camp being uttacked that night. Although we received similar reports 
during the length of our stay in the Al Ajud country, no attack was ever made, 

On the 20th May the Alt Bakri having suddenly collected in gangs of from thirty to 
forty snen each, on the crests of the hills iminediately above our camp, I considered it advisable 
to have them removed from a position where they could, if so disposed, tite down at close 

the camp. I sent three messages to them through the Amir of Dthala, 
requesting them to come down into camp or remove themselves from the crests of the hills, 
As these messages were without effect, I requested the officer in command of the troups to 
open fire on them. 

This was done and the Abt Balri immediately returned the Gre. ‘They were then 
cleared off the crests of the hills and eventually returned towards their own villages, ‘The 
All Mabalai came down from theie villages and joined the Abi Bakri, ing at long range, 
hut they soon desisted, and by evening all was quiet. = 

On the 21st May we moved on through the Nakil-ar-Rabwa into the Hajeli country, 
this latter tribe being friendly in their demeanour, 

While on the march into the Hajeli country, the Abl Abdullah and AhL Mabalaj, in 
number probably between 200 and 300, gathered on the hills to our left flank, and 
threatened to oppose our furth ce. 

While the officer commanding prepared for eventu essage was sent by me 
t0 these people, them halfan-hour to leave the hills and return to their home: 
This they did, and, after march of 6 miles, we encamped at Bir As Salatn, in the Haj 
country, in the upper part of a brond fertile valley, called the Wadi Teim, a tributary of 


22nd May we marched to the country of the Abl Abdullah, a distance of 
6 miles, and destroyed the main village of Dthabra and three outlying towers, inhabited 
by the people who had attacked the convoy and killed the camelmeri. 

The people of the Abl Abdullab, but to what number it was impossible to ascertain, 
owing to their being well under cover in the high hills behind tho village of Dthabra. to 
our right front, made some resistance to our advance, but they did not disturb our return 
to camp at Bir As Salam after the destruction of the village. 

On the 28rd May a strong force trom the column. visited the country of the Abt 


Bakri, situated on high bills to the south of the Hajeli country, and about 5 miles 
distant from our camp, 

The villages of th in some places intermixed with the villages of the 
Kotaibi, We met with a friendly reveption, there being no attempt at a repetition of the 
hostility of three days previous. 

On the 24th May we marched, on our return to Dthala, through the country of the 
All Mabalai, “Our reception was friendly. We encamped at Bit-alsJabr, on the Wadi

the 25th May the column returned to Dthala,

iin the present state of affairs, very uncertain but, should the Atabegci-Azau fall from 
power, he is sure to be an infigential public personage. He is, moreover, entitled to o 


gratitude, as his own dismissal was mainly due to the difficulties raised by English 
capitalists about making the English loan, on which he was bent, combined with his own 
firm determination to have no financial dealings with Russia. 

‘An ex-official of high rank, speaking to me a few days ago of the removal of the 
Amin-ed-Dowleh fiom Persia, described it as a very unwise move on the part of the Grand 
Vizier, since the Amin-ed-Dowleb, who was hitherto a practical prisoner on. his estates. in 
Gilan, watched by spies and unable to leave his country house without permission, 
recovered by his exile (in itself an indefensibly harsh measure) a far greater freedom than 
he had hitherto enjoyed for entertaining relations with Lis numerous supporters here, 
and intriguing against the present régime. ‘This is also my personal impressio 

‘The Hakim-ul-Mulk left three weeks ago for Resht, and has entered on his duties as 
Governor-General of Gilan, He appears to be desirous of initiating reforms upon 
European lines in the administration of the province, but to have given some offence by a 
very haughty demeanour towards the local officials and clergy. 

1 am assured by a person, whose information has often proved correct, that the 
Atabeg. 's insistence on his removal and on that of the VazirsieAtham from ‘Tehran 
was due to his Highness’ discovery that they had been consulted by the Shah as to how he 
should best answer the protests of tlie Mujiahids of Nejef and Kerbela against his policy, 
and had urged that the only course open to His Majesty was the dismissal of the present 
Grand Vizier. My informant adds that the Shah vielded to the Atabeg's demand, 80. a8 
to give him the chance for which he asked of dealing with the present difficult situation, 
free from constant opposition by these two hostile Ministers, but with the full resolve, 
should he fil in his efforts, to reall them within the next few montis ‘This may have 
been the Shab’s secret intention, but experience has shown that the Atabeg’s ascendeney 
over His Majesty's feeble mind is so great that it would be rash to feel any confidence that 
he will really have the courage to give elfect to it, ‘Though he at first showed some signs 
of regretting the Hakimeul-Mulk, he appears now to have forgotten all about him, and to 
be mainly absorbed in the laying out of the grounds for a new palace or, rather, villa, 
which he is building close to here at a place called Darabad,

‘As regards Abilul Ali Herati, Hearn from the Resident at Bagdad that he has arranged 
for his removal to Katuchi, As L anticipated in my telegram No. 89 of the 4th instant to 
your Lordship, the Persian Goverument applied not only to me but to the Turkish 
uthorities for his deportation from Irak Arabi, and it is therefore aswell that Major 
Newmiarch has been able to get hin quietly away. 

Tappeats from information obtained by me here, and confirmed by a recent desp 
from Major Newiarch, that the Persian Government about a month ago instructed its 
Consul at Bigdad, the Moshaver-uleMulk, to visit the four great Ulema at Nejef and 
Kerbela, and to explain to them that the reports which they had received about the state 
of Persia and their own complaints on the subject were unfounded. 

He was ordered to assure them that the country ever since the present Shah's accession 
had been “in a most perfect condition, as would be obvious to those who had seen the States 
‘of Burope, and that any one denying this was a sedition monger.” Ina subsequent 
telegram the Moshaver-ul-Mulk was directed to tell the Mujteheds that the Shah bad teen 
0 surprised at their action that he liad at first disbelieved the reports of it, but that if they 
persisted in their present course the Persian Government would have to take steps “ which 
would not be pleasing to them? 

Major Newmarch’s Indian Assistant was informed by a Dragoman of the Persian 
Consulate that three of the four great Ulema declined to discuss the question with the 

n Representative, and referred him to. Aga Sherabiani, whom they said they had 

ted as their chiet for all matters yelating to it, and that Sherabiant on being inter- 

r lied that if satisfuetion were not given to their demands, they would have 

to take other measures, Asked by the Persian Consul what these would be, lie said, We 
will remove the present dog (i.e, the Shah) and put another dog in his place.” 

‘An informant here asserts that the Atabegsi-Azam. offered money presents to the 
principal meinbers of the ‘Tehran clergy, which most of thom, surprising to. relate, 
dcclined, und advised the Shah to dispatch gifts to the Chief Mujteheds at Nejef and 

hla, but Chat His Majesty thought it better not to do so for fear that they might not 
Io necepted, Ho adds that the Mujteheds declared that the messages sm by th 
Shah through the Mushaver-uleMulk were not an answer to the questions they had 
‘ind that a ftesh communication from them might be expected shortly. A prominent 
ceclesiastic, talking over the situation with me about three weeks ago, remarked that if the 

nuwont listened to the “Ulema” well and good; if not, they would raise a revolt 
t froin one ead of Persia to the other, I hardly believe this myself, at any rate as 
1, though I think they may eertarnly produce further local troubles. 

In a recent Confidential letter from the Zil-es-Sultan, his Royal Highness writes

WITH reference to your telegram of the Sth and those from the Minister at 
‘Tehiran of the 7ch and Stl, we are in a position to state positively that itis the intention 
of the Persian Government to place the quarantine arrangements in the Persian Gulf 
Under the Belgian Customs Department. Acting upon instructions from head-quarters, 
the Director of Customs at Moliammerah has instructed his subordinates to. subject 
arrivals from Babrein to quarantine, in contravention of the Venize Convention, Babel 
having been pronounced free from plague on the 16th ultimo. Tt is also within our 
Knowledge that at Bunder Abbas the Customs Officer has been instructed to take over 
charge of the qua angements, and we also hear from the Resident in the Persian 
Gulf that the Quarantine Officer at Jask is being interfered with by the Customs Officer 
there, ‘Che only connection that the Customs Department has hitherto had with quaran- 
tine bas been that they ultimately receive the fees. In our view it is absolutely unqualified 
for the management of the arrangements, and its partisanship is a matter of common 
Knowledge. “The strongest protest should, in our opinion, be made to the Persian Gover 
inont ugahist n change by whieh British interests would be so injoriously affected. Persia 
‘ins been protected by the existing arrangements, which have worked well. At Mohan 
‘nerati, Bunder Abbas, and Lingah three Assistant Surgeous are employed on quarantine 
duties exclusively, ‘The Assistant Surgeons attached to the Residency and ‘elegraph 
Station perform the work at Bushire and Jask respectively, ‘The expense cannot be 
serious, and probably amounts to less than 12,000 rupees a-year, We wili telegraph the 
exact amount when we receive u reply to our enquities. It is quite contrary to reason 
that, while Persia pays for a Russian cordon, maintained for political purposes in the 
North, India should have to bear the whole charge of Persian quarantine in the South, 
tid we should only accept the liability on the condition—which, however, is merely & 
detail—thnt the cost should be added to our loan secured on the revenues’ of the Gulf 
ports, Jn our view, the change of existing quarantine arrangements is both uncalled for 
and unftiendly in. the circumstances, We trust that the principle that quarantine arrange= 
‘ments in the Gulf ean be radically changed without cur knowledge or consent, or that 
British trade, the tounige of which amounts to 90 per cont, of the total, can be hampered 
by u service of foreigners, employed expressly for the purpose, will be firmly resisted by 
His Majesty's Goverument.

T reported at the time of the conclusion of the loan that certain mining rights in 
the region traversed by the road had been simultaneously granted to the Russian, Loan 
and Discount Bank, and inasmuch as there wasno reference to them in the Road Conces- 
sion, I made inguiries and elicited from the Persian Government that they had formed 
the subject of a separate Agreement, 

The Grand Vizier on several occasions promised to give me a copy of this Agreement, 
but put me off every time that I asked for it, and it has only been as the result of 
repeated and persistent demands that I have at length induced the Persian Government 
to communicate its text to me; the Shah, who only consented to its signature under 
pressure, having apparently wished to keep it secret. 

‘The copy and translation of it, which I have the honour to inclose herewith, have 
been made by Major Douglas from the original text, and may, therefore, be regarded as 
authentic. 

Your Lordship will observe that it gives the Russian Bank the exclusive right of 
searching for certain mineral products within a zone of 60 miles, traversed by. the 
Azerbaijan road, and of constructing branch roads to the various places at which these 
mines are worked, 

‘The Grand Vizier pleads that he was obliged to give this satisfaction to the Russians, 
once he refused them the pipe-line to the Gulf, for which they pressed him, and T do not 
think that we need sya the Concession as actually or seriously injurious to British 
interests. It may, indeed, be dealt with by us as a lever for obtaining, should we think 
it advisable to do so, equivalent or corresponding privileges for the Arabistan Road 
Company.

‘THE scheme proposed by the Government of India in the accompanying despatch 
provides for the organization of the Consular guards in Persia into a separate contingent, 
for an increase of strength of existing guards, and for the establishment of new guards at 
Shiraz, Muhammarah, Bandar Abbas, and Tehran. 

From the point of view of the military authorities in India, the prosent system of 
having mea torneon the strength of different regiments scattered over Persia is incon= 
venient in many ways, and entails a good deal of unnecessary correspondence, which would 
Ue obviated by their formation into a separate contingent, It is presumed, too, 
latter case some arrangements would be made for insuring that the inilitary train’ 
ine should he, to soine extent, kept vow done, and wh 
the sioall numbers of the detachments and the heavy duties which they are in some cases 
called upon to perform, is not under present cireunistinees practicable. In 
tion I may mention that the detachment now at Isfahan aud Tehran were served out with 
new carbines very shortly before they left India, and that hitherto they have had uo 
opportunity of ever firing them off, 

Tt is needless to say that this detracts considerably from their value as fighting men, 
should the necessity to use them ever arrive, For these and other similar reasons of a 
purely military nature, the proposed organization and increase of strength of existiog 
guards would possess undoubted advantages, 

It is nlso worthy of consileration whether te strengthening of the Consular guards 
in the cities where our interests ure greatest is not advisable as n precautionary measure. 
During the riots at Meshed in May, the Manager of the brauch of the Imperial Bank of 
Persia, alarmed by the attitude of the mob, and mistrusting the efficiency of the small 
guard of Porsinn soldiers supplied for the protection of the bank premises, thought it 

sary to remove all important documents to the Consulate. ‘The Russian authorities 

also apparently realized that the situation was not without danger, as they have since 
t to Meshod! a party of eighteen Asiatic Cossacks, to be used, it is said, as a guard 
bank, 

During the recent disturbances at Isfahan no apprehension for the safety of Europeans 
seom to hive been felt ; but the incident reported from Yer, where a fanatical mob were 
avowedly secking to Kill a Bali servant in the employ of the English Mission, altho 
they did not on this occasion attempt to. search the shows the danger to 
‘which the property, and, perhaps, the lives, of Europeans may be exposed, even where 
there is no avimosity against them personally; and we know that the Persian authoriti 
are frequently witliout the power to protect them, however much they may wish 
todo so, 

‘The sudden introduction into the country of 160 armed men would, however, be sure 
to excite extreme suspicion in the minds of the Persians, and would probably also. provoke 
some eounteraivove on the part of Russia, Wy case, the present moment, when nego- 
tiations to bine about the withdrawal of Russhin troops from Persian territory are 
progress, ecems hardly suitable for such a’ move on our part. ‘The recent riots at Meshed 
would, However, alford a pretext for following the example set by Russia, and inereasing, 
our protective force in that city, while recent events in Seistan and Isfahan would justi 
us in tuking similar measures it these places, ‘These men might be specially draited as 
the nuclens of a Consular guards contingent, the strength being zraduslly in reased, as 
‘opportunity to do so arose, to that proposed by the Government of India.

No doubt the said Consul-Gencral was disappointed that M. Priem did not seek his 
protection in all his troubles, which would fave strengthened his hand, and given bim 
an excuse to brig in his Cossacks, He has consequently missed his aim for this time 
at least. 
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Tt appears quite decided that a strong force will in future be kept at Tulfa, soi- 
disant, to protect the construction of the Julfa-Kazvin: road, which, by the bye, [honr 
is not to be started this year, 

M, Priem’s interview with the Valiahd was of a cordial nature, the Prince presenting 

with a valuable ring and assuring him of his good-will, adding that not only 
he would be maintained here, but that he would take him to Tebran when ealled upon 
to ascend the throne, 

On the other hand, the Russians lave given out that M. Priem would leave for good 
in less than a month, and I should not be astonished if these rumours were confirmed, 
the Russian Consul being very angry with the Belgian official in Julfa and M. Priem for 
having dared to demand the visit of the Urmia Cousul’s baggage when he erossod the 
frontier, whilst, on the Russian side, they did not spare the Belgian Minister, and 
annoyed him in every way in the examination of his boxes, 

Haji Nezam-ed-Dowleb, the new Governor to Urmia, is Ieaying in a fey daya for 
lis post. Ife as called on the Russian Consul-General, no doubt to take his instruc. 
tions, but has not thought it necessary to visit this Consulate or the others. Ile is 
taking to Urmia one regiment of Ardebil infantry and 300 horsemen. It is time that 
something should be done to protect the Christians in those patts, which have been left 
so far to be dealt with and massaered by the Kurds (see the Rev. 0. Parry's letters sent 
to your Excelleney. 

In conclusion, I will say that everything is perfectly quiet now here.

‘The following information has been furnished by news-writers :— 

May 16, 1903.—Thirty-two cases of rifle cartridges were dispatched from Krasnovodek 
in the direction of Ashkabid, 

Ten infantry passed through Krasnovodsk on their way to Russia, 

May 17.—Eleven infantry passed throush Krasnovadsk on their way to Russia 

May 18—Three unite! and eighty eases containing rifles arrived from Russia, and 
are being detained in Krasnovodsk till the road to Ashkabad is repaired. 

May 20.—Two engineers and one Russian officer passed through Krasnovodsk on 
their way to Ashkabad.

It is reported from ‘Turks Jari that the Russian Consul-General at Meshed and 
the Russian Consul in Seistan have been endeavouring to induce the Russian officers 
in charge of the cordon to adopt more stringent precautions with regard to persons coming 
from Scistan. Captain Yas is said to have declined to make any change unless he 
received clear orders to that effect from Russia, It seems quite clear that the 
Viassoff-Miller-Hogoiarvtensky combination will continue to leave no stone unturned 
to harass British subjects and Persian sympathizers with the British, until such time as 
the Russian Government is given to understand that we can both retaliate, and mean to 
retaliate. 

Locusts have now appeared in the neighbourhood of Meshed. ‘They have arrived 
fortunately too late this year to do much harm, but it is much to be feared that they will 
Tay waste the province next year, 

The Russian carts which have recently arrived in Seistan from Meshed appear

The Herat Agent reports that the Commiander-in-chiet has dismissed two of the 
frontier officials for having failed to prevent the Russian Turkomans who recently came to 
Herat from reaching Herat. He also reports that the Governor of Herat has agreed to 
comply with my request, made in obedience to the orders of the Government of Iadia, not 
to send any reply to the letters which he recently received from the Governor of Trans.

1. THE dispatch of my Diary bas been delayed owing to the pressure of work 
ceeasioned by the antisBrtish demonstrations which broke ‘ut on the 2OIh June, fe 
Seistan, and which have been separately reported,

“istanis, which he asked me to communicate to the Amir HashmateuleMulk, ‘The latter 
Fined the order very suspiciously, and informed me that M. Miller had told hiny 

is Excellency the Viceroy had bargained with the Ameer of Afghanistan tht the British 


were er all land south of the Helmund from Afghanistan, and to give jn exchangeto 
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‘Afghanistan a large slice of Seistan land. I disabused his mind of this notion by all the 
arguments at my command, but I fear that he does not yet quite believe in our good 
faith. Another matter which makes the Hashmat-ul-Mulk suspicious of the English is 
that the Mustauli of Meshed informed him that they were backing up his enemy, Syed 
Khan Nabrui. 

3. The Ameer hus been so squeezed this year by having to send Peshkashes to two 
Governors that he ins had fo eat down the allowances made by him to Mullabs and 
Sayyids; and much discontent has been caused by this measure. 

4. A telegram arrived some days ago to. the Yatni m, ordering him to supply 
‘Tehran with a full mud careful report on the revenue resources of Seistan. As I have 
already reported by telegram, the Karguzar has heard from a very reliable source that 
M, Nans and the Yi ‘zam together are engaged in a scheme, now almost concluded, 
for leasing all Khalsa land (je, practically all the land in Seistan) to the Russian Bank. 
And this is confirmed by the fact that the Gumashta of the Russian Bank, Meshedi Alimad 
told the Tinam Jumeh that the Bank had bought all the revenue grain of Seistan. ‘The 
Manager of the Russian Bank at Meshed told the Russian Kafilabashi the same; and he 
told me, ‘The Katkhuda of Varmal, a large thee south of Seistan, also told one 
of my agents that M. Mautice, Direotor of Customs, said the customs had acquired all 
the revenue grain of Varmal to feed the horses of 150 sowars, whom they are bringing 
down to Seistan, All these facts point in the sane directi 

5. This a fact not generally known that the Yar m receives his pay through 
the Customs Department. It is notorious that every one who does this* is absolutely at 
the beck and call of M. Naus; and we may be sure therefore that M. Naus is privy to all 
the Yamio's schemes, It was M, D'Hoedt who revealed this significant fact to’ me in 
conversation, 

6, The Russian carts left on June 28th practically empty: and all the Russian 
divers went with them. The venture is said to have been’ an enormously expensive one, 
‘To every one’s surprise the Russians are selling everything very dear, in spite of all their 
previous boasting: and they have not done much trade. The Russian Bank has not yet 
heen formally located anywhere: but it is engaged in trying to get as many people as 
possible into its debt, by advancing goods to persons if the various villages. ‘These 
persons are to pay back the Bank in kind (wool, skins, and clarified butter). It is evident

But such opposition was 
encountered to its building, that for a long time it was the laughing-stock of the conntry- 
side. Compare this with Miller's sneeess when he wants a new row of shops, as he does 
now for his great caravan. The Tahvildar builds them at once, and leases them to 
Miller for ‘a nominal rent, No one, so far as T can discover, would dare to build 
shops for us : 

‘Phe fuct is that Miller lias become an absolute obsession to every one in the country, 
both native and Kuropean ; and before any one does anything, his first thoughtis what 
will Miller do#” [venture to think that Coloncl MeMahon does not realize this quite 
80 strongly as Tdo (though, of conrse, he has had fur niore experience of the country), 
Because he is outon the ‘han border, with all the surrounding villagers extremely friend] 
and feels himself almost as supreme asina British district But. the pres 
attaching to Colonel MeMahon is, \ think, absolutely localized, and has very little effect 
on the general situation. It is well known in Seistan that his suite has only been admitted 
on condition that they shall not go more than a fusakh from the border.

Miller is certainly a very able man, But t don't think he isa bit abler or more 
diplomatic than Benn; and in personal attractions, of course there is no comparison, 
So the position which he has acquired must bedue to something more than personal 
influence, and that something is evidently unremitting support from ‘Tehran, He is able 
topose as the strong silent man in the modest house, as contrasted with the ostentatious 
British Consul, who has all the show and none of the real power.

T spent an hour in absolutely private conference trying to 
induce the Amir to order the s to conform to the suinmary order issued by Colonel 
MeMahion in the case of the recent fracas between Seistanis and Afghans on the Miankangi 
fronticr. He said (1 believe quite truthfully) that, if it had not been for Miller and 
the Yamin and the Karguzar, he would have settled the matter in balfa minute.

It appears that in 1902 certain sums 
wero due from Abdulla-bin-Ali to M, Goguyer in connection with their joivt transac- 
tions in the sale of arms, Some delay laving occurred in the settlement of the 
account, M, Laronce addressed the Sultan demanding the immediate payment of 
20,000 rupees, and shortly after a French ship of war arrived at Muscat to support 
the claim which, under the pressure this brought to bear, was paid in full. Ata 
lator date, after an examination of the details of ie account, 3 Laronce direst 
M. Goguyer to make a refund of 7,500 rupees. M. Goguyer’s appeal against this 
decision yas rejected By tho High Court at Bourbon; bat despite the admitted justice 
of the claim, the French Vice-Consul subsequently informed Abdulla-bin-Ali that no 
action would be taken towands enforcing the Decree until payment had been obtained 
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of the indemnity of 1,500 dollars, which was demanded from the Sultan in connection 
with the alleged attack at Sur on a dhow carrying the French flag. 
3. The Sur incident has been disposed of by the recent agreement to refer to the 
Hague Arbitration Tribunal the whole question of the rights aud privileges conferred 
and there appears to be no reason why the claim, 
i should not he settled forthwith. Major Cox' letter of the sth 
June shows that the failure to adjust this claim has led to the inability of Abdulla. 
bin-Ali to pay certain debts due by him to Messrs, Maleolm and Co.,a British-protested 
firm of merchants at Bushire, We trust, therefore, that His Majesty's Goverament 
now be able to obtain carly satisfaction of Abdullacbin-Ali’s just dues, and to 
secure the withdrawal of M. Gogayer, whose presence in Oman has contributed in a 
large measure towards the differences which have occurred between the British ani 
French Governments, and whose continued residence in Muscat can searcely fail to be 
prejudicial to. the preservation of harmonious relations in the future.

SINCE my last letter was dispatched nothing has occurred here deserving report, 
but the three Sheikhs under French protection are still in prison, At. first His 
Highness used to allow their friends to visit them, but he subsequently stopped this. 

‘The Secretary to the French Vice-Consulate. here, commonly called. * Dragoman,” 
has Iately suffered a bereavement in the death of his father at Rostak, his native place. 
On the Dragoman’s recent return to Muscat after burying his father all the Sheikhs 
and respectable inhabitants went to condole with him, for he holds a high place in 
public esteem, apart from the official position in which he is employed, ‘The most. dixe 
tinguished personage to offer such condolences was Saiyid Feysal himself, aceompanied 

s retinue, and with all the nsual signs which go to mark an official visit, ‘Tho said 
Vragoman was formerly a writer in the employ of the Sultan himself, but when the 
French Vice-Consulate was inaugurated here Saiyid Feysal dispensed with his. services, 
and gave him to the first Vice-Consul who was appointed here. ‘That was about nine 
years ago, but the Dragoman kept up his friendship with His Highness, and used to 
perform occasional services for hint, he being the only’ man able to explain to the Sultan 
incidents occurring between foreign Powers with regard to Oman, Furthermore, it 
should he borne in mind that this Dragoman was the favoured retainer of three succes. 
sive Sultans of Zanzibar, and from this fact it is very evident that he ig a worthy 
person, and tlat his services are most valuable to the French Consulate, They 
Have not, however, been able to derive much enefit from his services as they might 
have, 







































s to the Dragoman is not, perhaps, important in itself, but 
that four years ago the Sultan prohibited the man from 

ident occurred in the year 1899 at the time when a British 
Oman just because the Sultan had promised to give the 
Government a coaling station, Up to that time the Dragoman was always 
ready to smooth away all difficulties in the relations between France and the Sultan, 
Since then, the French Consul's position in regard to the Sultan has been as if he (i, 
the French Consul) did not exist. I can quote four cases in proof of what Tsay. ‘Two 
of thein were not dealt with by the Consul at all, but by the Commanders. of ®reneh 
men-of-war in Oman waters. In these instances the Consul merely acted as an inter= 
preter between the Sultan and the French Commanders, Persons in the know hero 
“av ynite plainly that in the second ease (he probably refers to his own law suit— 
PZ. Cox) the French Consul’s endeavour was to leave the whole settlement to the 
Naval Commander, and, as a matter of fact, the Sultan complied with all the latter's 
demands without esitation or delay. 

From what I have said above, it is palpable that Saiyid Feysal preserves his friends 
ship and good-will for his late Secretary, although he will not receive him at the 
Palace in the capacity of Dragoman to the Freich Consulate.

‘4th instant, proposing to instruct His Majesty's Consul at Muscat that, in the event 
of unavoidable oceasion arising, the Sultan may be advised that he need not treat those 
of his subjects who are in possession of French flags otherwise than he would treat his 
other subjects ; but that questions atfecting such persons should not be raised if it can 
be avoided. 

Lord George Hamilton proposes, with Lord Lansdowne’s concurrence, to reply that 
ft is most desirable that, while the question of the privileges attaching to possession of 
the French tlag ix under arbitration, no action should be taken by the Sultan which would 
have the effect of prejudging it. "Major Cox should, therefore, use his influence to 
restrain the Sultan from taking any precipitate actiou in the ease under contemplation,

T PU up the following note on my recent visit to ‘Turbat-i-Laidari, when on 
iny way from Seistan to Meshied. 

2.°L reach at-i-Haidari on the 4th July last, and was received on arrival 
by our Agent, Hoji Mirza Mahomed Ali, ‘ 

8, About 1 mile from the town T was met by a small party of Persian sarbuzes, 
who stated they were employs of the quarantine officer. Our agent explained 
to me that the “Reissi-Quarantine” had informed him that these men bad been 
ordered to show me every respect, anid had been sent merely to inquire after my 
health, 

‘Whe party escorted me to my camp, where a messenger who stated lie had come 
from the Russian doctor arrived and asked me to send one of my servants to the 
diootor's house to undergo the usual formalities required by the Persian quarantine 
authorities, 

tw polite reply to the Russian doctor, and explained that as I was His 
Majesty’s Consul for Seistan, and both'L and my at had. eon resi 
in Persian territory for two and achalf years and had come from no foreign country, 
I thought there must be some mistake, 
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‘The messenger replied that it was not intended “to give any trouble to my 
party,” but that the doctor merely wished to “converse with one of my sorvants 
regarding its strength and composition,” as was usually done in the ease of every caravan 
arriving in Turbat-i-Haidari, 

T replied that it was quite impossible for me to take such an order from a sarbaz, 
and that if the doctor would put his wishes in writing I should be delighted to reply 
to him in writing. 

‘Themessenger returned from the doctor, who, he said, was waiting in the hospital 
with the same verbal request as before. 

I replied that I regretted very much I could not send one of my men to be 
examined. 

‘The doctor being the only representative of the Russian Government in the place 
atthe time, Thad already decided to eall on him, and T sont a me sage to him askin, 
when T could do so. He received me at midday, and in the course of conversation 
referred to the incident which bad oceurred in the morning, and said I was prepared 
to reply to the questi ich T understood he was anxious to put to me regarding 
my party. 

‘The doctor at once indignantly denied ever haying sent a messengor to me, and 
said that one of his subordinates must have done so by mistake, He then chanwed 
the subject, and did notagain refer to it. 

Tt would seem, therefore, from the above that, the doctor's action was a delihorate 
piveo of bluff, and it also furnishes a further proof of the fact that the quarantine 
cordon in ‘Turbat is merely used as an excuse for catechising and obtaining 

ion from British and other foreign subjects arriving in ‘Turbat, and of 
furnishing “ Mudakhai” for the unscrupulous officials employed under it. 

In the evening the Russian doctor returned my call, 

4. In the afternoon I received a visit from the Karguzar of Turbat, and was 

struck by the very friendly tone of his conversation, Ho asked to see me in 
private, and begged me to represent to you in Meshed that he had not confined 
himself to mere protestations of friendship, but that he had endeavoured to. prove his 
friendship to us by his actions. Since lis appointment to Turbat he stated he had 
brought about the removal of tivo obnoxious measures, which had been originally 
introduced to worry British subjects and hamper trade, viz, tho “ passport tax” and 
“Tad He had endeavoured to work in harmony with the British agent, 
and he flattered himself he had succeeded. ‘The British agent who had previously 
brought the war's good services to my notice indorsed all that the Karguzar 
Tiad said,

On the moming of the Sth July T called on the Governor of Lurbat and found

Colonel _Kemball reported a month or two ago that a French doctor was: said to 
bo on his way out to Bushire, to be employed by the Customs Administration, and, 
though M, Naus denied the truth of this report, He did so with a somewhat bad grace, 
and left on My, Erskine, whom I had instructed to put the question to him, the 
impression that he did not much like being asked it, Soon afterwards a Dr. Buissidre 
(* Médecin Colonial”) arrived at Bushire with the new appointment of “ Physician to 
the French Consulate” at that port, and about the same time the Direetor- 
the Bushire Customs hegan to issue orders on behalf of the Persian Government to 
Dr. Francis, the Medical Officer at Mohammerali, and to ask officially for information 

specting the working of the quarantine of the Residency Surgeon. ‘The latter

‘rangement tinder which they had been lent hy the Government of India, which I 
holieved provided at least. portion of their salaries, but that it seemed to me a priori 
that nny modification of these conditions would have to form the subject of an und 
standing with Ilis Majesty's Goverament. I also asked. if it was proposed to place 
the Russian officers and doctors in Khorassan under the Belgian Ohief of Oustoms at 
Meshed, as this seemed the natural corollary to. the subordination of ours in the Gulf 
ports to the Chie? of Customs at Bushire, and I added that 1 should be rather 
surprised if this proposal, with all the consequences it entailed, was not resisted by the 
Russian Government, 

M, Naus mther avoided this question, but it was evident that he had no orders 
with regard to the Russian doctors. T told him, and repeated it next day to 
M, Molitor, whom he sent to me with papers on the subject, that I thought the whole 
scheme an ill-advised one, and was strongly of opinion that’it had better be dropped, 
as no practical advantage could result from it. remarked at the same time that as 
1 was just going to the Shah's camp at Fashand, E would speak with the Grand 
Vizier about it.“ M. Molitor, I should add, admitted in the course of conversation 
that they anticipated that our doctors would resign rather than take their orders from 
the Belgians, and that “ Persian officials” would succeed them. 

On my mentioning the matter yesterday to the Attabeg-i-Azam at Fashand, he 
said thot the Shah had been alarmed at the appearance of plague at Bahrein, and 
having received information that the Indian doctors at the Gulf ports were uot taking 
eflicient precautions to provent its spreading to Persia, had onlered the European 
officials of the Customs, as more versed in such matters than the Persian local 
authoritios, to insure that the necessary measures should be adopted.

I repeated to His Highness the views I had previously expressed to M. Naus, and 
asked from whom the information received hy the Shah as o the inadequate precautions 
ailopted by our doctors had been derived, THe avoided a direct: reply, but said it had 
come from “travellers,” adding with a smile that these were not Russians, I observed. 
that I thought it very strange that on the strength of travellers’ tales His Highness, 
without verifying these tales through the proper channel, should assume that the 
responsible officers whom the Government of India had lent him were not dong their 
uty, and should instruct other officials to sct them right, I then read to him the 
inelosed extract from a Report of the Board of Health (Conseil de Santé) to the Shal, 
lated the 24th February, 1807, and pointed out that according to the recommendations

I HAVE the honour to report, with reference to iny despatch No, 102 of the 9th 
ultimo, that the Persian Government his abandoned the idea of dispatching a force under 
the Nasi-es-Sultaneh to Isfabian, Yezd, and the South of Persia, and that the eaup in 
process of foruiation outside ‘Teliran is about to be broken up. 

‘The Grand Vizier told me, ut Fashand on the 13th instant, that the threat of sending 
these troops had alarmed the clergy both at Isfahan and at Yezd, that Awa Nejeli had 
offered to come to Tehran to explain bh in the matter of the Babi massacres, and 
Uhat bis offer had been aevepted, The presence of an extra regiment or two at. Isfabit 
said his Hixiness, would have brought up prices, and thus rendered the mollahs who had 
ceasioued it unpopular with the masses of the ‘people, as had already beon the ease at 
‘Tobreez, 

Reports from Isfahan confirm this statement, and T hear that Nejell and several other 
Ulema are preparing to start for Tehran. 1 also learn fron Yeud tl 
has expelicd and otherwise punished several persons who took a leading part i 
outrages in that city and district, and that the Babis are regaining confidence 
beginning to emerge from their hiding places. 

Here, however, there is a widespread belief that the real reasou for the suspension of 
the military measures is to be found, not in the apparently uiore coteiliatory attitude of 
the mollahs, but in the fact that their execution has encountered insuperable dilficulties, 
and that @ large part of the funds borrowed from the Russian Bank for the professed 
purpose of paying and equipping the troops bas been appropriated by the Shah for his 
shooting tour in the Elburz Mountains.

‘The ‘Turbat telegraphist further stated that, wlien the cordon of posts was 
completed, it would be under the control and orders of a special offiver whose heals 
quarters would be in Seistay. ‘The Turbat Agent further royorts that Miran Mahmud 
Khan, interpreter in the urbat-i-Haidari Custom-honse, had stated that, ammini 
had been taken to Seistan by the Agent of the Russian Bank, but that the quantity 
taken was not large, and was probably not more than a single case. Tt is possible that 
he derived his information from a friend in the Meshed Custom-house. He ean haye 
no direct means of knowing what the Bank's eases really contained, as the customs 
authorities at Turbat could obviously have had no authority to examine them, 

It has been rumoured during tie week that the Russians had succeeded in bringing 
about the dismissal of the Governor of Kuchan, Khasro Khan, and the app tin 
his place of a creature of their own, a nephew of the late Shujaed-Dowleh.

IN the month of Shavval 1819 (about two years ago) he had communicated with 
he Embassy through Mr, Weakley. Alleges that his mission was to oppose Rus 
influence in Persia, and for that reason proceeded to Trak, the honie of the chiet 
Ulema, whom he persuaded to write everywhere in Persia, and even to the Shab, that 
it isa sin to obey Russian influence, He adds that the British Consul at Khorassan 
had given him a passport, but that Persian and ‘Turkish intrigues induced the British 
Consul-General at Bagdad to withdraw and retain his passport. He is, in despair; 
during three years he has spent about 1,000, in the service of the British Government, 
and has never received any return.

I AM directed by Lord George Hamilton wo acknowledge receipt of Mr, Villiers’ 
letter of the 27th August, transmitting a copy of Sir N. O’Conor’s despatch No. 497, 
dated the 18th August last. 

His Excellency forwards a recommendation of His Majesty’s Consul at Bussorah 
that, in view of the inetfectual attempts that haye been made to move the local Turkish 
authorities to check piracy off the Katif coast, a British ship of war should be stationed 
in those waters, and that an intimation of the intention of His Majesty's Government 
to take that step should be made to the Turkish Government. 

As Lord Lansdowne is aware, the prevention of piracy in the Persian Gulf has 
been for a century past the care of the British Government. 'Vheir® policy in this 
respect has had a large measure of success ex: parts of the coast where 
‘Turkish authority has been recognized. cially in the neighbourhood of Katif the 
difficulty of securing the punishment of offenders has been very great, both the Turkish 
Government and the local 'lurkish authorities having been pressed to take energetic 
action, without success, In these circumstances the only alternatives appear to be to 
acquiesce in the present state of affairs, or to take some such action as that proposed by 
the Consul at Bussorah,

s that the ineonvenience anticipated by Sir N 
O'Conor is that stated in your letter, viz., that the continued presence of a British ship 
of war might give rise to suspicions of aggressive intention on the part of His 
Majesty's Government, rd to this His Majesty's Government have already 
intiniated to the Porte that they desire the maintenance of the stitus quo in the El Katr 
promontory, which has been threatened, not by any proceedings of British officers, but 
hy the recent action of the Turkish officers in nominating Mudirs to certain places in 
that district. ‘Though it 1s true that under strong pressure from His Majesty's Embassy 
these officials have been withdrawn, yet, according to the most recent igence, the 
‘Turkish authorities have nominated « son of Sheikh Jasim-bin-Vhani to be Sbeiki: of 
Wakra, and have thereby shown that they bave not given up their intention to extend 
their influence in this direction. Experience has proved that such an extension of 
‘Lurkish sovereignty would undoubtedly be followed by increased disorder and didiculty 
in coping with it. 

Sir N. O’Conor's objection might to some extent be met by stationing a gun-bout 
at Bahrein instead of Katif, with instructions to patrol the waters between Bahrein and 
Katif; and an intimation might, if necessary, be made to the Porte in the sense of 
Mr. Goschen’s note of the 7th July, 1880, 

Tam to add that Lord George Hamilton is content to leave to Lord Lansdowte's 
judgment the question whether the present time is opportune for any action being taken 
by His Majesty's Government to remedy this long-standing evil, but he trusts that it 
will be taken up at the first favourable moment.

THE Marquess of Lansdowne has received reports to the follo 
the incident near Rubiaten, which formed the subject of a comm 
Pasha on the 16th instant, 

On the 12th instant it became known to the British Resident at Aden that Saleh, 
brother snd rival of Sultan Kahtan was moving towards Rubiaten with about 1,000 
followers, with hostile intentions against the British survey party. 

‘As the latter were somewhat isolated at Rubiaten, the Resident moved out with a force 
of 300 men and four guns to Awabil, He found that the British post there, held by 200 
infantry and two guns had been attacked by Saleh on the previous morning; snd that the 
latter, who had with him a force of 500 Arabs, had been repulsed with a loss of about 
twenty killed and forty wounded, and had fled, 

Rubiateo, where the survey party was at the time of the incident, is an appanage of 
the Sultan of Yatfai, and consequently a part of the Canton at Yalfi, recognized by the 
Imperial Iradé of the 14th February as being within the British sphere, ‘The visit of the 
British surveyor sith his escort for scientific purposes cannot be considered as a military 
movement in violation of the status quo. 

‘The engagement at Awabil did not, it would seem, lead to ‘any troops advancing to 
Rubiaten, and there cau be no question of recalling British teoops from a locality in which 
they were legitimately employed in a defensive action,

It is difficult to assign a reason for his present disgrace. Perhaps it is an expres- 
sion of the Shab's regret for the death of Hakim-ul-Mulk, in which it was unjustly 
hinted that Emin-esSultaneh was not entirely disinterested, or, perhaps, foreign 
influences lave been at work to undermine the Shah's confidence, but in any case his 
fall must be noted as a most inauspicious event for Russian influences, 

It would be incorrect to describe the late Grand Vizier as a Russophile, but at the 
same time he appreciated the political situation, and was conscious of the real needs of 
his country. This caused him to turn his eyes to Russia, for he fully realized that 
friendly policy towards Russia is an essential condition of Persia's existence, ‘There ix 
no doubt, however, that the interests of Persia invariably oecupied the fist place in the 
twine of the Emin-es-Sultanch, Indeed, his personality is so unique that it will prove 
impossible for the Shah to tind any one to replace him, and this may encourage the hope 
that his absence from the capital will be of short duration, Rven if the English succeed 
‘n temporarily securing the reinstatement of their favourite, Emid-ud-Dowlah, it is 
probable that the fate of Emin-es-Sultanch will quickly befall him, and in order to bring 
bout this result our diplomacy will have to pursue a policy as enlergetic as that of live 
‘years ago.

25th of last month. I was received on my arrival, at about 7°30 a.st., with the greatest 
civility by the Colonel, who itself accompanied’ me to the parade ground where the 
cavalry and infantry of the brigade were doing thelr regular training, and went round with 
me. He afterwards had the two batteries of artillery out on some open ground at a little 
distance from the camp where they performed a few simple manceuyres for my benefit. 
Colouel Chernozaboff invited me’ to inspect auy part of the camp I wished to see, and 
pressed ie fo ask any questions. {cared to put wo inn invitations of whieh I rely availed 
myself,

Commandant of the brigade, though it is possible that this was doue as inuch in order to 
impress me with the political importauce of the move, as to endeavour by keeping the 
‘men contented to induce them to remain and possibly to make them the nucleus of a larger 
contingent to be drawn from this tribe in future. 

T am submitting my observations on the brigade in the form of a separate Report, 
which attach. The general impression left upon we is that, though useful no doubt as 
a meaus of keeping order and upholding the Shah's authority in the capital, their value 
as a fighting force is very small, and their real significance is in the fact that they are u 
‘most useful and efficient means of increasing Russian influence in all parts of the country 
from whence their men are drawn, as well as in those places at which detachments are 
maintained. It would, I think, be dificalt to overestimate their value in this respect,

Report on a Visit to the Camp of the Persian Cossack Brigade. 





Cavalry. 


THE cavalry are now organized in four regiments, the Guard: Ist, 20d, and 3rd 
Regiments. Euch regiment consists of two squadrons of about sixty officers and’ men, the 
total strength of a reginent being 13U, ‘Thus the establishment of cavalry is altogether 
520 men and horses. 

The number on parade was perbaps a little over 300, formed, exclusive of the 
Bakhtiaris, in six squadrons varying in strength from about thirty-five to fifty in the ranks, 
and they were doing very simple squadron drill at a walk under their Squadron Come 
anders; forming squadron from squadron column, whedling by traps, &e. OF theve 
six squadrons, two were composed of Shahsavends and one of Kurds; these have only 
arrived within the last month, ‘The other three squadrons were Persians, and mostly men 
who have beon serving for some time. The Bukhtiaris, who had joined only three days 
efore, were forswed separately, and were being instructed in the rudiments of drill, 

Colonel Chernozaboff, accompanied by myself, rode round to cach of the squadrons, 
which were formed up in line to receive him; us be came opposite to each rhe said 
“Salaam,” and the men altogether shouted some unintelligible reply in ‘Turkish. He then 
arveted the officers, and gave the order to return swords and continue their work. 
squadron had five officers on parade, a Squadron Commander, and four troop luuders.. ‘The 
drilling was rather ragged, but that was hordly surprising considering that the wajority 
of the men were newly-joined recruits: the discipline was good, aud there was no talkinie 
in the ranks,

‘The two batteries of artillery, which consist almost entirely of men who have served 
for some time in the brigade, were drawn up apart on a stony plain, and each went 
through a few manoeuvres, ‘They advanced at a trot in column of route, deployed and 
ame into action at the gallop, and fired a round of blank, then retired at a gallop in 
column of divisions, &e, Each hattery consists of four guns, and had about fifty men on 
paride, ‘The gun detachments (cight men) ride their own horses; the draught horses are 
Government property ; they are a good, hardy stamp of animal, but seemed to me rather 
too sinall and slight for the guns, ‘The drill was good, but they took a very long time to 
ome into action, although, 50 far as T could see, no attempt was made to lay the gun on 
anything. Colonel Chernozabof? congratulated the batteries on their performance, and 
announced to the men of each that they would receive a reward of 1 kran (about 44d.) 
per man, : 

‘Vhere were no waggons, either on parade or in the gun park. 1 was told that they 
haye them all in Tehran, but at present have not enough horses for them, the total of 
Government. horses being only ninety-five.

‘The brigade keeps a few fourgons as transport, troop-horses being used to draw 





Training generally. 


‘The training of the men is confined almost entirely to that which they receive during 
the sunnier months when they are in camp, during which time they work for two hours 
in the imorning aud one hour in the evening for five days in the week (Fridays and 
Sundays are holidays), ‘The work is confined to the parade-ground, and. they have, 
‘parently, 90 far hud practically no field training, though Colonel Chernozabolf told 
that he Wants to have a few field-days when their training is further advanced. As, 
however, the camp is broken up towards the end of Septeraber, they will probably not do 
inuch this yeur. During the winter a large proportion of the men are allowed to go to 
their homes and practically no work is done. As regards their shooting, I was told that 
hitherto they y little, but that they are now having some shooting practice 
‘once a-week,

to be directed rather towards producing a drilled aud 
iplined body of men than to forming au efficient fighting force under modern conditions 

and T am of opinion that the brigade, though immensely superior to anything 
elve that the Persian ariny can produce, would not he at all formilable if opposed to 
Buropean or Indian troops.

These belong to the brigade; the officers ‘supply thelr pwn 
tents, of any pattern they choose. ‘The horses are in sheds covered with matting, but the 
Commandant told me that he is going to replace the matting by wooden roots, as he 
thought it would be cheaper in the long rum. ‘There is a small hospital in the camp, and 
ispensary, ‘There are also a bakery, a kitchen for the men, and another tor the officers, 
With the guard-room, are brick buildings. ‘The bakery was only built this year 

and is very clean and well managed ; the bread, of which sufficient for the whole brigade is 
baked every day, is excellent ; and Colonel Chernozaboff told me that he could supply the 
nenvat a cheaper rate than they could buy for themselves in the town. ‘The kitchens are 
also new, aud it is only this year that a general system of messing has been instituted. 1 
saw and tasted the food which was given out for the mid-day meal, ‘This consista of soup, 
with plenty of meat, rice, and a few vegetables in it, and bread, ‘The soup was very good, 
In the evening they get a rice * pilas” and more bread, Each man brings his own bowl,

Pay and Interior Economy. 


‘The pay and allowance of a sowar, ineluding keep of horse, amount, Colonel Cherno- 
zabolf told me, to 25 shahis a-day (about 14s. a-month), He provides them with food for 
their horses, which costs hitn 15 shahis, aud the men’s food costs 30 shuhis a-day, 60 that he 
tus to pay 1 kran per diem (about 12¢, acmonth) for exch mounted man out of regimental 
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fonds, Men on furlough draw halfepay, and it is only by considersbly reducing 
establishinent and allowing a large proportion of the remainder to go ow furlough during 
the winter months that lie is able to collect sufficient funds to carry on in the summer. 
Many of the men appear to do only: one summer training, and then go to their homes not 
to return, ¢0 that each yeu on the formation of the summer camp it is necessary to 
collect as many as possible of the men who served the previous year, aud then bring the 
corps up to strength by enlisting wew recruits. {t is doubtless this system which has 
siven rise-to the widespread belie? among the Persians, to whom an honest administration 
of funds is incomprehcusible, that the Commandant, by keeping the corps at a reduced 
strength du part of the year, is in the habit of pocketing a large proportion of

Recent Changes. 


From @ comparison of the above notes with previous Reports, it will be noticed that 
the present Commandant has introduced several changes. He has sligiitly reduced the 
establishment both of mounted and dismounted men, and the latter are no, longer looked 
upon simply as dismounted Cossncks, but are organized and being trained as regulor 
infautry, urider the supervision of an infantry officer.

T HAVE the honour to report, with reference to my despatch No. 182 of the 
Jat instant, that 1 asked the Mushit-ed-Dowleh to-day whether he had answered the 
Russian Minister's demand for the posting of Russian telegraphists at Kushan, Yezd, 
and Kerman.

“Phe Mushit-ed-Dowleh went on to suguest that if the replies which he had given 
and proposed to continue giving, did not dispose of the Russian Minister's demand, he 
might promise him that the English telegraphists in Seistan, whose presence bad 
provoked if, would be withdrawn once the Macmakon Commission had finisheil its 
work.

He was displaced in 
1901 from his post as Master of tl Mint by a Belgian official, because the Russians, 
from whom M_ Naus was then striving to obtain power to raise his customs duties, 
insisted on his removal as an alternative to the placing of a Russian in the Customs. 
io lias had, bofore assuming his present duties, large commercial and official experience 
of aflairs here, as a servant first of the Imperial Bank of Persia and afterwards of the 
Persian Government, and his verdict given to me the other day as the result both of 
his past and of his recent experience is that the Belgian employs as a body are not 
partial to Russia cersuy Englind or vice-rersd. He observed to mo that he thought

The animosity of the entire 
Russian Consular body ‘Azerbaijan towards the Belgians far sury passes, I am assured, 
the distrust felt of thom by our officials in Seistan, and M. Viassoff, who himself 
habitually speaks of then in bitter terms, says his Coasuls are involved in perpetual 
disputes with them, In 'Tabria, as your Lordship may have seen from reports whieh I 
hinve sent you, M. Pokhitonolf has shown himslf openly unfriendly to the Belgian 
Customs Director, M. Priem, and has charged him with being an Anglophile and a 
Russophobe. 

T remember once wading a report by Sir Frederick Lugard on the 
troubles of Uganda, in which he sud that the Catholic and Protestant missionaries 
each reproached hit with partiality to their rivals and_that this was the best proof 
that he was really partial to neither.

previous knowledge of Eastern countries, and seem apt to assume that the bureau. 
trate system of continental Europe can at once be introduced into Persia, and that 
Officials mnust always he deemed to be in the right as against the mere private trader, 
To both foreign Consuls, whether Russian or British, who were used in the past to 
lictate to, and to foreign merchants who bribed, the old farmers of the customs, the 
rigidity and apparent injustice of many of the rulings eapriciously imported or adapted 
by them from the procedure of highly civilized communities, are exceedingly offensive 
and vexatious. But it is, I think, a mistake in dealing with them to start oF, ap] 
to start with the fixed assumption that they mean to be partial or unfriendly. By 
conducting relations with them in a dispassionate sp irit, and giving them credit as far 
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as possible for honest and fair motives, we are more likely to work satisfactorily wi 
them and obtain, when disputes arise, either acceptance of our ikea tanent oe

British Consulate, and sent him a message that this could not be allowed. 

It is said that the Karguzar, who appears to have openly thrown in his lot with the 
Russians, is endeavouring to induce Afghan traders to take their cases direct to him, and 
niot to the British Consul-General. 

‘The Agent at Turbat-i-Haidari reports that the proposal made by Captain Yas to 
build a hospital and dispensary at that place has received the sanction of the Russian 
Government. Captain Yas arrived at Meshed on the 27th August, and M. Miller, from 
Seistan, was expected a few days later 

Major Wauliss, of the Indian Intelligence Branch, who is attached to the Seistan 
Arbitration Commission, arrived at Meshed towards the end of August 

It is now stated that the guard of Cossacks sent to protect the Russian Bank (vide 
my summary for June), belonging to the Persian Cossack brigade, and are not Rus 
soldiers, 4s was previously reported.

‘The result of the varying effects of these two clauses will be that ¥0 long as gold is 
of greater commercial value than the parity fixed by the first Atticle Persia will be able 
to convert her customs revenue into a constant sain iu gold, and that. foreign traders 
will pay their duties in krans, not in gold, In the event of gold falling below the parity 
Persia may be forced to lower her specific duties in corresponding devree, aut. the 
duties levied on her trade with Russian and British subjects, and others entitled to most. 
avoured-nation treatment, will be paid by them in gold at the fixed rate, with the result 
that these traders will be gainers of the difference between the current market. tate of 
exchange and the fixed rate, and the Persian Government losore in like degree, 

‘The two clauses act this: Persia under clause 2 must lower her specific duties by 
10 per cent, for every 10. per cent silver; the British trader has, therefore, 
10 per cent. less to pay in krans, arid pays these krans in gold at the fixed parity, 
which gives him a profit of 10 per cent, on the market value of gold, and Persia 
consequently a loss of 10 per cent, when she realizes that gold.

‘enrolment of 100 Bakhtiari recruits in the Cossack Brigade at Tehran. 

The Sceretary of State for India will doubtless share Lord Lansilowne’s opinion 
that the Russian attempt to open up relations with the Bakhtiaris iy a matter seriously 
affecting British interests in Southern Persia, that it is essential to the safeguarding: 
of those interests that British influence with the tribe should remain paramount, and 
that early steps must be takon to maintain it and to prevent it from being, undor= 
mined. 

In my letter of the 80th June, it was suggeste 
might be encouraged to raise a anilitary police of the 
roads in the Karan region. In order td induco them to do so Lord Lansdowne is of 
opinion that it would be necessary to offer a small subsidy, in return for which the 
police would be inspected from time ty time by the Viee-Consnls at Ahwaz and 
Kermanshal: and the Military Attaché at ‘Tebran, who would report as to its efficiency 
and equipment.
